and after terms of probation. It prevides for
those who shall constitute the civil ger-
vice commission, these commissioners to
bold office for five years, and this commis-
slon & to prc:«rrfbe the qualifications
requisite for the appointment to each branch
and grade of the civil service; to establish rules
governing upplications, exuminations, and pe-
riods and conditions of probation, and to report
to Congress at Pw opening of each session. An
examioation of all officers is Lo be held ever
four years, and such as may uot be found quoali-
fied are to be recommended for dismisenl, and
to be dismissed accordingly. The President or
the Benate may require an applicant for any
office that requires confirmation by the Sennie
Lo appear before the board acd be examined as
to qualifications,

WasmiNGTON, May 2, 1870.—My Dear Madam:-—I
have received your letter enclosing the anuounce-
ment that the managers of the Union Home for
Boldiers’ and Sallors’ Urphans, N. Y., are prepared
to take charge of and educate the children who
have been left fatherless by the fatal collision of the
British steamer Bobufy with the United States
Uneida in the Bay of Yeddo. I begihat you
aliow me to express to yon and your associates, for
mysell and for the whole naval servioe, the high ap-
pgecllatmn that will be felt for this act of generous
churity.
